LABOR UNIONS AND TRUS1S 


T 


HE line of interrogations propounded to President 


Mitchell by the attorneys ol the coal companies 


In the Investigation now progressing, makes It clear that 
should any anti-trust legislation be attempted, the trusts 
•will Insist upon having labor 
organizations included 


within the prohibitions of the law. The argument will 
be that a labor union is a labor trust, and therefore with- 
in the principle upon which such legislation is demand- 
ed. 
On its face this plea seems plausible, but it will not 


bear analysis. 


A labor union in no way interferes with the great eco- 


nomic law of supply and demand.' It makes no effort 
to limit the supply of labor and thus enhance the rate of 
wages. The supply of labor and the conditions surround- 
ing, it are recognized by the unions in fixing their wage 
rates. These differ greatly in various parts of the coun- 
try, 
and in different callings. 
The unions simply claim 


that at a given time and place a uniform wage scale 
shall be maintained for those engaged In the same kind ot 
labor—this to prevent the extreme necessities or 
the 


weakness of a few from militating against the general 
good of the many. 


If the rate is fixed at a figure higher than the condi- 


tion of the industry will justify there is always a natural 
remedy. No establishment can be permanently run at a 
loss. If the workingmen demand too much, of course op- 
erations in such plant will be suspended. Workingmen 
understand this perfectly and there are few, if any, cases 
on record in which they have made demands greater than 
the business would bear. 
The trouble has usually been 


that capital has insisted upon having full dividends up- 
on watered stocks regardless of market and Industrial con- 
ditions. 


On the other hand the trusts do interfere with the 


natural economic law of supply and demand. 
They are 


formed for that very purpose. 
Their main object is to 


control the supply of the product by limiting It whenever. 
In their judgment, it becomes excessive. 
In this way 


they aim to keep up the price. The effect is to injure both 
the wngeworjters ar.J the consuming public. Every limi- 
tation of the supply means that some of the laborers are 
either suspended or placed on short time, which reduces 
their earnings even though the wage rate remains the 
same. The general public is injured.by being compelled 
to pay higher prices than would be necessary under nor- 
mal conditions of supply. 


The labor unions do not harm the public In general, hnt 


on the contrary arc ° *•=»•=«•., oecause a fair wage rate 
i» conducive to the welfare of the entire community; while 
the trust* Injure not only the wage earners In the employ 
of the trusts, but also the great body of the peopl who 
purchase and consume the goods.

Exchanges 


Work has begun on the smelter of 


the New York anfl Nevada Company at 
Keystone. 


The Star mill Is working on ore from 


the Olympia mine, owned by Olson, 
Carlson & Co. 


A station Is being cut in the Mizpah 


Extension preparatory to cross-cut- 
ting for the lead found at the 430 lev- 
el. 


From the Fortuna mine in the Jack- 


rabbtt district of Lincoln county corned 
a report of a strike of high-grade sil- 
ver ore. 


Negotiations are in progress foi the 


sale of the Pioche Con. group of mines 
in Lincoln county. The purchase price 
is 11,000,000. 


As a result of one month's run at 


Bamberger's April Fool mill a ship 
ment of nearly $27,000 In bullion was 
recently made. 


W. J. Crouthers has filed a suit 


against the McKinley Mining Company 
for the recovery of the Saxton claim, 
near Ely, and $1000 damages. 


The fiv£-ton cable for use in the Ca- 


ledonia mine has arrived at Gold Hill, 
and the work of putting it down the 
shaft will begin tomorrow. 


The new mill and power plant of 


the Bamburger-De La Mar Company 
will cost 1300,000 when completed. 
It 


is estimated that the company has at
